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Russians Capture Stronghold After Many 
Months of Siege, but Are Routed 
from Memel by Germans 


Today's Wax News

The siege of Przemysl came to an 
end today and the Austrian defend- 
ers of the Galician fortress surren- 
dered to the Russian forces, which 
have been investing 
it 
for months. 
The fall of Przemysl deprives Aus- 
tria of her last important fortress in 
Galida, with the exception of Cra- 
cow, near the German border, which 
the Russians have made several un- 
successful attempts to capture. 


The German war office announced 
that the city of Memel, on the Baltic 
sea, in the northern tip of East Prus- 
sia, had been retaken from the Rus- 
sian forces, which captured it last 
week, following a battle near the 
city. 
The

announcement 
contains the assertion that Russians 
looted the city while they were in 
possession. 


Operations in France and Belgixim 
were of much the same character as 
recently.

Arawn around the fortress the efforts to 
break through were apparently hopeless 
and 6,000 Austrian prisoners fell into 
the hands 
of

jnany more fell dead or wounded. 
The 
chattered remnants 
of 
the force fled 
back to th^ fortress and they now have 
fallen into the hands of the Russians. 


The garrison of Przemysl originally 
numbered 60,000 
or 
80,000 men, but 
sorties and shells must have cut a cou- 
fidèrable number 
of 
thousaaàs from 
that total. 
The besieging army is un- 
derstood to number about 120,000. 


Attack Cracow Next. 


This force will now march on the

The siege of Przemysl, an Austrian 
stronghold in the province of 
Galicia, 
has been under way since the early days 
of the war.

pean nations of American wheat and 
flour cannot be continued without en- 
dangering the wheat supplies for food 
and seeding requirements at home was 
contained today in the department of 
agriculture's Agricultural Outlook.

the opinion of the department's experts, 
exportations at the same rates as dur- 
ing December, January and February 
until the coming of the new wheat crop 
would encroach upon normal 
domestic 
needs. 


Investigation has disclosed that there 
was on March 1 Ian apparent surplus 
of about 91,000,000 bushels of wheat 
over the domestic requirements for food 
and seed that was available for export 
in the four months from March 1 to 
July 1.

While the exports of wheat, includmg 
flour, during those four months last year 
were 36,000,000 bushels it is pointed 
out that those exports during December, 
January and February last 
averaged 
almost 35,000,000 per month and 
that rate of export continued until the 
new crop is available it would amount 
to 140,000,000 bushels.

Z ^ e l i n Bombs Dropped on Paris Early 
Sunday Morning. 


Paris, March 22.-5:05 a. m.)—While 
no one was killed directly by the Zep- 
pelin bombs, Avliich were dropped in 
Paris and its environs early yesterday, 
they resulted in 
one 
death—that of 
Mme. Charles Pesson. who lived in the 
Rue des Dames. The aged woman was 
so frightened 
by 
the 
explosion of a 
bomb in that street that she died soon 
afterward. 


After Public Prosecutor Lescouve and 
hip staff 
had 
visited 
all 
the places 
where bombs exploded and 
examined 
cev^eral witnesses he drew up a report 


to which will be annexted reports made 
of previous airship raids upon the city. 


A city analysis t, who spent the day 
collecting bombs which did not explode 
and fragments of those which did, took 
them to his laboratory for a chemical 
analysis. 
From a cursory examination 
he found |;hat most of the missiles drop- 
l)ed were innecdiary, containing a mix- 
ture of phosphorus, tar and benzine, pro- 
dded with a light contrivance consisting 
of a Avick soaked in petroleum. 


The Zeppelins 
yesterday 
dropped a 
dozen bombs, but the damage done was 
unimportant. 
Seven or eight persons 
Avere injured, but only one seriously. 
Four of the air crafts started for the 
capital, following the valley of the Oise, 
but only two reached their goal. 
Mis- 
siles also were dropped at Compiegne, 
Eibecourt and Dreslincourt, but with- 
out serious result. 


Paris remained calm while the aerial 
invasion was in progress and residents 
of the city exhibited more curiosity than 
fear as to the result. 
Trumpets gavu 
the signal that all lights must be ex- 
tingushed as soon as warning was re- 
ceived 
of 
the 
Zeppelins' 
approach. 
Searchlights 
were 
turned 
upon 
the 
clouds, anti-aircraft guns opened fire and 
aeroplanes rose to attack the Germans, 
but their operations were hampered by 
a heavy mist.

Constantinople (via Berlin and Lon- 
don), March 22.—(10:45 a. m.)—Lieut.- 
Com. William F. Brieker, of the United 
States Scorpion, and three sailors named 
Ford, 
Dowell 
and 
Levering, 
were 
drowned on the night of March 20 while 
attempting to reach the vessel with a 
row-boat. 
The Scorpion was anchored 
in the 
Bosphorus 
oif 
Constantinople 
near the Dolmabaghcheh palace. 


The rowboat was swamped in a heavy 
sea thrown up by a south gale. 
Lieut. 
Herbert S. Babit and one sailor, who 
were in the boat, were saved. 


Lieutenant 
Commander Bricker ar- 
rived at Confitantinople only on March 
16 to succeed Lieutenant Commander 
Edward McOauley, jr., in command of 
the Scorpion. 


The Scorpion is a converted yacht pur- 
chased for the navy in J896. It has a 
displacement of 860 tona and ha« been 
stationed at Constantinople for some 
time. 
Lieutenant Commander Bricker, 
who formerly was naval attache at the 
American embassy at Paris, left that 
city on February 28 for Constantinople 
to aasume command of the Scorpion, He 
was bom January 18, 1879, and ap-

Berlin, March 22.—The correspondent 
at Qonstantinople of the Wolff bureau 
telegraphed today a description of the 
fighting at the Dardanelles on Thursday, 
March IS, in which the French battle- 
ship liouvet and two British battleships 
were sent to the bottom. Here follows 
an abridgment of the 
correspondent's 
story of this engagement: 


The efforts of the allies to force the 
straits of the Dardanelles reached their 
clinwx in an aartillery duel on ITiurs- 
day, March 
18, 
which lasted 
seven 
hours. 
The entire atmosphere around 
the Turkish forts 
was darkened 
by 
clouds of smoke from exploding shells 
and quantities of earth thrown into the 
air by the projectiles of the French and 
British warships. 
The earth trembled 
for miles around. 


The allies entered the straits at half- 
past 11 in the morning and shelled the 
town of Chank lOiale. 
Four French 
and live British warships took part in 
the beginning. This engagement reached 
its climax at half-past 1, when the fire 
of the allies was concentrated upon Fort 
Mamidieh and the adjacent fortified po- 
sitions. 


Spectacle Is Terrifying. 


The attack of modern marine artillery 
upon strong land forts presented an in- 
teresting as well as teiTifying spectacle. 
At times the forts were completely en- 
veloped in smoke. At 2 o'clock the allies 
changed their tactics and concentrated 
their fire upon individual batteries, but 
it was evident that they found diflaculty 
in getting the range. 
Many of their 
shells fell short, casting up pillars of 
water, or went over the forts to explode 
in the town. At a quarter past 3, when 
the bombardment was at its hottest, the 
French battleship Bouvet was seen to be 
sinking at the stern. 
A moment later 
her bows swung clear of the water and 
she Avas going down. 


Roaring cheers from the Turkish gar- 
risons and forts greeted this sight. Tor- 
pedo boats and other craft of the allies 
hurried to the rescue biit they were 
successful in saving only a few mep. 


Besides having been struck by a mine 
the Bouvet was severely damaged above 
the water line by shell fire. One pro- 
jectile struck her forward deck. A mast 
also was shot away and hun overboard. 
It could be seen that the Bouvet when 
she sunk was endeavoring to gain the 
mouth of the straits. 


Tl^is, however, was difficult, owing 
apparently .tp the fact that her machin- 
ery had been damaged. 


British Ship Damaged. 


Shortly after the sinking of the Bou- 
vet a British ship was struck on the 
deck squarely amidships and compelled 
to withdraw from the fight. Then an- 
other British vessel was badly damaged, 
and at a quarter before four was seen 
to retire under-a terrific fire from the 
Turkish batter)\ 
This vessel ran- in to- 
ward the shore. 
For a full hour the 
allies tried to protect her with their 
guns, but it was apparent 'that she was 
destined for destruction. Eight effective 
hits showed the hopelessness of the sit^ 
uation for this vessel. 
She then with^ 
drew toward the mouth of the Darda- 
nelles, which she reached in a few min- 
utes under a hail of shells. 
The forts 
continued firing until the allies were out 
of range. 


This was the first day when the war- 
ships attacking 
the 
Dardanelles kept 
within range of the Turkish guns for 
any considerable length of time. The re- 
sult for them waa terrible, owing to the 
excellent marksmanship from the Turk' 
ish batteries. 
The allies fired on this 
day 2,000 shells without silencing one 
shore battery. 
The result has inspired 
the Turks with confidence and they are 
looking forward to further engagements 
with calm assurance.

PEACE lECMER III 
THREypDIlESSES 


Dr- Hill and Dr. King Speak 
in Fort Wayne Churches 
Sunday. 


Two speakers of national reputation 
spoke in the churches of Fort Wayne 
Sunday, Dr. John WesTey Hill, of New 
York, president of the Peace Forum, on 
the subject of "Peace," and Dr. Harry 
King, president of Moore's Hill college, 
on religious subjects. 


Dr. Hill spoke in the morning at the 
First Methodist church, in tho afterr 
noon at the Wayne street M, E. ohiuich 
and in the evening at the First Presby- 
terian church. 
Dr. King spoke at tbd 
Simpson M. E. church in the morning 
and at the Wayne street M. E. church 
in the evening. 


In his address on "Peace," Dr. Hill, 
among other things, said: 
"The daily 
cost of the war in Europe is fifty mil- 
lions. If the war continues for a aingk 
year, this already enormous debt will 
be increased over eighteen billion, mak- 
ing their combined national debt forty- 
two billion. 
Now note this important 
fact: 
There are but eleven billions of 
gold and bullion in the whole world, of 
which four billion are held by all Eu- 
rope. 
With this condition, when these 
nations come to 
seltle 
their war ac- 
counts, they will find themselves shud- 
dering on the verge of bankruptcy, and 
when, a little later, emperors and kings, 
military aristocracies of war begin to 
demand further loans for the enlistment 
and training of new larger armies und 
the restoration, 
enlargement 
and im- 
provement of 
their 
shattered arma- 
ments, tho finance keepers of the world 
will say, 'It is impossible.' We cannot 
Buflfer you longer to starve legitimate 
industry, cripple commerce, arrest the 
progress of education and religion, to 
build deadly machines for human slaugh- 
ter, to lay waste our lands, iiqpovarlsh 
our people, 
de-civilize 
our civilization 
and turn the world backward toward 
barbarism. This folly must stop." 


Dr. Hill declared it would be foolish 
and suicidal for this coiintry to inter- 
fere in the present struggle.

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Getting an Early Start. 


The average Indiana citizen wlio revels in m occa 
jsional respite from politics and entertains the idea that he 
is entitled to a breathing spell between campaigns is 
plainly doomed to disappointment this year. There isn t 
going to be any rest. Both the republicans and the demo- 
crats—and particularly the former—have begun to get up 
party steam for 1916 in a fashion that indicates an inher- 
ent belief in the value of an early start. Nor is the activ- 
ity confined to mere curb gossip. The organizations have 
begun to hold get-together meetings over the state, as 
witness this week's instance in Fort WajTie, to line up the 
forces for next year's clash. 


There is no lack of prospective timber for the places 
from president down. Republicans are talking of C. W. 
Fairbanks and James E. Watson for the presidency; for 
Harry ISTew and for Judge Walter Olds for senator; for 
James P. Goodrich, James E. Watson, Hugh Th, Miller, 
Quincy A. Myers, John McArdle, Charles A. Bookwalter, 
William L. Taylor, Senator W. M. White, of Crawfords- 
ville, and a number of others for governor, not to mention 
the minor places on the ticket 


. Gn the democratic side of the situation, there is little 
likelihood that serious opposition will develop to the re- 
nomination of Senator Kern, and he Avill undoubtedly be 
democracy's choice for return to the senate. 
For the 
gubernatorial nomination the two men at present most 
strongly in the limelight are Representative J. A. M. 
Adair and William H. O^Brien, but there are certam to be 
additional entries in the race. 


Enough is doing at this early date to make it evident 
that the political pot in Indiana is due for a protracted 
Biege of seething that will not abate until after the elec- 
tion a year from next November. We might as well ac- 
cept the situation and look as pleasant as possible in the 
meantime. 


Despite denials issued from Washington at the time 
lie sailed for Europe, there is increasing evidence to in- 
dicate that Colonel E. M. House, of Texas and New York, 
close friend of President Wilson, is in Europe in an effort 
to bring about peace between the warring nations. It is 
declared that Colonel House has already reported to Wil- 
son the demands of England and France, and that the 
purpose of his presence in Berlin is to seek a statement of 
the terms on which Germany would be willing to embark 
in peace negotiations. Very naturally it is necessary to 
surround negotiations of this character with all the 
secrecy possible, but that the president is dilligently 
.though quietly using his friendly offices in an effort to 
end the war on a basis satisfactory to all the belligerents, 
is scarcely to be doubted. It will be the profound hope of 
the rest of the world—and, possibly, of the belligerents 
-themselves, that his success may not be long deferred. . 


Representative John R. Jones, of Plymouth, the man 
who led the successful fight for the state-wide primary 
law in Indiana, has now enlisted with the force of the 
Citizens* League of Indiana M the campaign for a new 
constitution.

His 
party was committed to

rote of the people. 
"On that platform," he said, "the state 
candidates and many legislators 
were 
elected and they were obligated to carrj' 
out its mandates. It is a question to- 
day whether a party platform, deliber- 
ately made, shall be faithfully kept." 


The senate took that view of its du- 
ties. 
It gave the amendment a ma- 
jority of twenty-six 
votes. 
In 
the 
house of representatives it had already 
received a majority of sixty votes. 


The decision is of interest not only 
in 8ho^ving the increasing strength of 
the women suffrage movement, but also 
because it shows an increase in 
the 
power of party platforms to hold office- 
iolders to their pledges.

Tlie current disposition in legislative 
and government circles is to allow busi- 
ness to adjust itself to the new condi- 
tions written into law at public behest 
during tho last ten years. If the trade 
commission succeeds in adjusting big 
business to the law it will do much to 
bridge one of the dangerous gulfs con- 
fronting the 
American 
people. 
The 
modern system of big business has re- 
cently been described by an acute ob- 
server as turning out the wrong kind 
of citizens, but the latter take tlieir 
revenge in strewing with thorns the 
highAvay of industry. 
Democracy faces 
a supreme task in harmonizing business 
and politics and it is encouraging to 
find tlie trade commission approadiing 
the grave responsibility with caution 
and conservatism.

Anton I^ng Leaves Ober- 
ammergau to Fight for 
the Fatherland Against 
Allies Foes in France. 


Oberammergau, Bavaria, March 22.— 
jLnton Lang, -who gained world fame by 
playing the role of'Christ in the last 
two performances of the Passion Play, 
has hurried away to the front to kiU 
and maim his fellow men in the name 
of war. 


He has started from his home in this 
'village to .join a new 
corps of troops 
equipped with skis wliich the Germans 
have formed to fight the Frendi Chas- 
seurs Alpbies in the Vosges. 


Behind him he has left his wife and 
three children and a host of the vil- 
lagers, the majority 
of whom 
have 
appeared in the Passion play—torn by 
conflicting emotions. 


They are intensely patriotic and to 
them the fatherland means everything 
—and yet they are shocked. 


Jt is almost inconceivable to them 
that Anton Lang, the man who played 
the role of the Christus, with such feel- 
ing and spiritualness, as perhaps no 
other person bad, should now take up 
a gun and seek to slay his fellowmen 
—even in defense of the fatherland. 


For Lang as a boy Avas more quiet 
than the other lads he played with in 
the streets of the narrow village and as 
he grew older was noted for the sensi- 
tive, almost saintly, cast of his fea- 
tures. 


His father, who-.played the role of 
Herod, had prepared 
for 
fifty-three 
years in hopes of playing the role of 
the Christus. 
But 
when the 
ballots 
were cast choosing the actors for the 
1900 play the son and not the father 
was chosen for the coveted role. 
An- 
ton w^as then only twenty-five veara 
old. 


Tliis performance of the Passion Play 
attracted a greater number of visitors 
than ever had visited the village previ- 
ously and Lang for liis remarkable per- 
formance of the difficult role was her- 
alded the world over. Jn 1910 he was 
re-elected to play the part. 


Nevertheless, he continued on in his 
quiet, unassuming way, working as a 
potter, the trade he had learned from 
iis father.

lumps over the edge, they could only- 
s«« a winding, twisting, descent, seem- 
ing to extend down indefinitely. When 
a rock Wiu» cast over the brink it went 
tumbling and crashing from side to 
•ide down, but did not appear to stop. 
The sound grew fainter and fainter, un- 
til only a dull echo could be heard. 
Tho two undergraduates then turned 
around lund wade their way back. How 
many hundreds of feet the cave ex- 
tended onward and downward could not 
be asc^ained.

Maine} 


Portland, jtfe., March 22.—^The citi- 
zens' organization committee, composed 
of fifty mett of Portland, with tlie as- 
sistance of W. B. Moore, civic organ- 
izer, has just completed one of the big- 
gest and most successful three days' 
chamber of commerce campaigns ever 
witnessed in Ne\y England. Formal or- 
ganization of tho chamber will 
take 
place soon. 


Tho memhership 
campaign 
opened 
Tuesday morning, March 2, at 9 o'clock, 
and closed Thursday noon, Mai-ch 4. The 
"Minute Men," comprising the memher- 
ship solicitors, numbered 108, and they 
worked from 9 o'clock until noon each 
day. 


It was the aim of tho coraraittoe to 
secure 1,000 memberships and $20,000 
annual income; wlien tlie work closed 
1,101 members and an annual income 
of $20,410 had been secured for a period 
of three years. 
Members are continu- 
ing to affiliato. unsolicited, and there 
are now more than 1,150 members, with 
the annual income close to $23,000. 


The movement has gripped Portland 
strongly. Maine's largest city, with ita 
65,000 people, has learned what co-op- 
eration and servico on the part of her 
citizens can accomplish. Portland citi- 
zens have awakened more than ever to 
the city's natural advantages. 


With tho organization of the cham- 
ber of commerce there ceases to exiat an 
institution old in point of service—the 
Portland Board of Trade. 
This trade 
body, chartered in 1863, hfts seen sixty- 
one years of activity and accomplished 
much with the facilities afforded. The 
board of trade lAerged into the new 
chamber of commerce to form the nu- 
cle\i8 of the new and much larger body. 
Several other 
trade 
bodies, 
equally 
strong in their respective lines, have 
affiliated with the new civic and central- 
ized force, made up of all classes 
of 
people of Portland.

Russians Capture Stronghold After Many 


Months of Siege, but Are Routed 


from Memel by Germans 


Today's War News 


Given in Summary. 


The siege of Przemysl came to an 


end today and the Austrian defend- 
ers of the Galician fortress surren- 
dered to the Russian forces, which 
have been investing it for months. 
The f»U of Przemysl deprives Aus- 
tria of her last important fortress in 
Galicia, with the exception of Cra- 
cow, near the German border, which 
the Russians have made several un- 
succeisful attempts to capture. 


The German war office announced 


that the city of Memel, on the Baltic 
sea, in the northern tip of East Prus- 
sia, had been.retaken from the Rus- 
sian forces, which captured it last 
week, following a battle near the 
city. 
The German announcement 


contains the assertion that Russians 
looted the city while they were in 
possession. 


Operations in France and Belgium 


were of much the same character as 
recently. 
Fighting 
continues in 


northern France, near Arras; in 
Champagne and in the Argonne. Two 
spirited battles occurred yesterday 
in the Argonnes, the French, author- 
ities claim success in .each case, but

With the strong Russian line tightly 


drawn around the fortress the efforts to 
break through were apparently hopeless 
and -6,000 Austrian prisoners fell into 
the hands 
of the Russians, while as 


many more fell dead or wounded. The 
shattered remnants of the force fled 
back to the fortress and they now have 
fallen into the hands of the Russians.

Many of their 
shells foil short, casting up pillars of 
vater, or went over tho forts to explode 
n tho town. At a quarter past 3, when 
tho bombardment WHS at its hottest, the 
French battleship Bouvot was seen to be 
sinking at the stern. A moment late 
her bows swung clear of the water and 
she was going down.

Slates Scorpion, and three sailors named 
Ford,

drowned on the night of March 20 while 
attempting to reach the vessel with a 
rowboat- 
The Scorpion was anchored 


in. tho 
Bosphorus 
off Constantinople 


near the Dolmabaghcheh palace. 


Tho rowboat was swamped in a heavy 


sea thrown up by a south gale. Lieut. 
Herbert S. Babit and one sailor, who 
were in the boat, were saved. 


Lieutenant Commander Bricker. ar- 


rived at Constantinople only on March 
10 to succeed Lieutenant Commander 
Edward McCauley, jr., in command of 
the Scorpion. 


The Scorpion is a converted yacht pur- 


chased for the navy in 1896. It has a 
displacement of 860 tons and has been 
stationed at Constantinople for some 
time. 
Lieutenant Commander Bricker. 


who formerly was naval attache at the 
American embassy at Paris, left that 
city on February 28 for Constantinople 
to assume command of the Scorpion. He 
was born January 18, 1879, and ap- 
pointed to the naval academy on Sep- 
tember 19, 1896.

British Ship Damaged. 


Shortly after .the sinking of the Bou- 


vet a British ship was struck on the 
deck squarely amidships and compelled 
to withdraw from the fight. Then an- 
other British vessel was badly damaged, 
and at a quarter before four was seeu 
to retire under-a terrific fire from the 
Turkish battery. This vessel ran in to- 
ward the shore. 
For a full hour the 


allies tried to protect her with their 
guns, but it was apparent that she was 
destined for destruction. "Eight.effective 
hits showed the hopelessness of the sit- 
uation for this vessel. She then with- 
drew toward the mouth of the Darda- 
nelles, which she reached in a few min- 
utes under a hail of shells. The forts 
continued firing until the allies were out 
of range. 


This was the first day when the war- 


ships attacking, . the 
Dardanelles kept 


within range of the Turkish guns lor 
any considerable length of: time. The re- 
sult for them was terrible, owing to the 
excellent marksmanship from the Turk-

ing and spiritualness, as perhaps no 
other person had, should now take up 
a gun and seek to slay his fellownven 
—even in defense of the fatherland. 


For .Lang a» «. boy was more quiet 


than the other lads he played with in 
the street* of tho narrow village and as 
he grew older was noted for the sensi- 
tive, almost iaiutly, cast of his fea- 
tures. 


llis father, who played the role of 


Herod, had prepared 
for

years in hopes of playing the role of 
the Christus.
